DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Claims 7-10 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 

1 .142(b) as being drawn to a nonelected species, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Election was made without traverse in Paper No. 4. 

Claim Objections 

2. Claiml is objected to because of the following informalities: collarmeans in line 8 
should be -collar means-. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. It is not clear if the claims are referring to the 
outrigger or the outrigger securing assembly. 

5. Claim 1 recites the limitation "said outrigger" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

6. Claim 7 recites the limitation "said outrigger" in line 3. There is insufficient 
antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

7. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

8. Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McCarthy. 

The patent to McCarthy shows a securing assembly having coupling means 14 for 
releasably securing shank 36 in a fixed position. McCarthy shows collar means 10 for 
interfacing with the coupling means. McCarthy shows the coupling means 14 receiving 
and locking the collar means 10. McCarthy shows the coupling means further including 
means for releasing the collar means noting Figs. 1-3. The intended use is given no 
patentable weight noting that the structure shown by McCarthy is capable of performing 
the intended use. McCarthy shows the coupling means having a support arm 18 and a 
head 34 mounted about one end of the arm 18. McCarthy shows upper and lower 
complementary jaws 20, 22. both of the jaws are movable noting Figs. 1-3 which show 
the jaws moving toward the locking pin. McCarthy shows biasing means 46 to maintain 
the jaws in a closed position shown in Figs. 3. In reference to claim 3, McCarthy shows 
in Figs. 2-3, recessed channel means 30 in the jaws for retaining the collar means. In 
reference to claim 4, McCarthy shows means 12 for attachment to an outrigger and 
interlocking means 16 for insertion into the coupling means14.

9. Claim 5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Claim 6 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) under

applicant's disclosure. Carletti, Roy, Gautier, Hsu, Slatter, Frick, Myers, Michaels, and 
Eisner show the state of the art.
